Herewith I apologize to the 
citizens of Campbellford, 
Percy and Seymour Township, 
calling them apathetic. 

The fact is, the people 


respond if you only give thema . 


chance. Last weekend 
emptied the 25 boxes distri- 
buted for the collection of used 
batteries and could hardly 
believe it. The net take was 39 
kg/85 pounds and 390 button 
cells, 95 grams/2.18 pounds 
with high mercury content and 
all of this is resting in my 
container now. 

This is after one month of 
collection of battery selling 
- businesses, in an area with a 
population of only 7,500. It is 
mind-boggling to think of the 
quantities of used batteries 
whtich have entered the landfill 
sites in the last few decades, 
only because the people 
charged with conducting the 
affairs on our behalf are still 
not grasping the magnitude of 
the problem. . 

The purpose of the collection 
is to keep batteries out of the 

arbage dump or incinerator, 

old them for the time being 
until. the hazardous waste 
program takes over. 

There is good news. The 
council of the Township of 
Cramahe decided to run a 
battery collection on their own. 
So congratulations to a prog- 
ressive township 
administration! 

I would like to suggest to the 
councils of Gampbellford, 
Percy, Seymour and_ the 
Village of Hastings to follow 
this example and take over the 
now established battery collec- 
tion. All it needs is the will to 
do it-a plastic barrel ($10 at R. 
Runions;, 653-3304), placed in 
the corner of the Public Works 
garage and a pa bag to 
pick up the stuff once a month. 

Councillors, please show 
your concern. I will then use 
my :time to organize a collec- 
tion in Cobourg, Port Hope and 
‘so on with, I hope, the full 
cooperation of the respective 
administrations. 

For the persons with the “we 
have to wait” or “it’s not easy” 
attitudes or those afraid of 
creating a battery Hagersville, 
I received a letter of August 
2ist from the Ministry of the 
Environment stating; “The 
Ministry of the Environment 
has no mandate to regulate 
collection or storage of hazard- 
ous wastes per se, only as this 
relates to disposal.

A draft regulation designed 
to reduce toxic air pollution in 
Ontario has been released for

Managing your money 


by Harry L. Mardon 

An endless debate goes on 
over whether it’s financially 
better to be a renter or a home 
buyer. Each side can present 
some strong arguments, pro 
and con 

As a general rule, a newly 
married couple will start out 
their married life renting an 
aparj{ment or house. Their 
avowed aim is to save enough 
money so that they can put a 
down-payment on a_ house. 
They'll borrow the balance of 
the purchase price by taking 
out a loan. 

When the mortgage loan is 
fully repaid, the couple have 
that comfy feeling which 
comes from knowing their 
house is debt-free. Now they 
can put into retirement income 
savings the money they used to 
pay for their, mortgage loan. 
The amount could be sizeable. 
as now their only housing costs 
are general upkeep = and 
repairs plus local taxes 

And if they decide to sell 
their house, the sale proceeds 
are completely tax-free. That's 
because capital gains tax does 
not apply to an individual or 


family’s principal place -of~ 


residence 

It would seem. therefore, 
that buving a home is a sound 
investment approach. Particu- 
larly when you take into 
account how the value of a 
property has escalated over 
the vears. A house which cost 
$40,000 to buy 25 years ago may 
be worth four times as much 
today, if it has been well 
maintained and the neighbour- 
hood has not deteriorated. In 
some parts of Canada-- 
especially Toronto and 
Vancouver--the cost of housing 
has soared to ridiculous 
heights. This writer knows a 
Torontonian. who bought a 
house for $178.000 five years 
ago: he recently sold it for 


-$759.000. (In Winnipeg that sort 


of a house in a similar type of 
rieighbourhood would cost only 
about $120,000.) 

Toronto is an extreme case, 
of course. But property values 
have risen in virtually all 
-conomically sound communi- 
des throughout the post-war 


era. This fact seems to confirm 
that in the lomg run youre 
better off buying a house 
rather than rerting. 

However, tHere are pitfalls 
for the unwary home-buyer. 


The first pne is, in your 
eagerness to buy a house did 
you pay tgo much for the 
property? Weteran financial 
counsellors say that in their 
haste to hdve a home of their 
own, majiy young married 
couples make a purchase deci- 
sion too cuickly. 

They haven't worked out all 
the pros and cons of being 
home owners. 

For one thing, how long do 
you expect to live in the house? 
If you expect you will be 
offered a job transfer* to 
another part of the country 
within the next few years, you 
should be hesitant about 
buying. That's because your 
local housing market may be 
in a doldrums stage, just when 
you're looking for a buyer.

The roads have 
been very winding with many 
hills and uneven surfaces.” 

The image of Terry running 
every day, all day, in snow, 
rain and heat is one which 
Rolly and Betty picture every 
day of their tour as they travel 
the very same highways and 
roads that Terry did. 

Betty says that meeting the 

ople who supported the 

arathon of Hope and those 
who continue to support his 
dream in the annual Terry Fox 
runs has made it all so worth- 
while. Their visits in over 80 
cities and towns- along the 
route offer a welcome respite 


from the constant image of 
Terry running. 


They are greeted in every 
community with as much love 
and caring as was bestowed 
upon Terry and it is appre- 
ciated. They hear heartwarm- 
ing stories such as that told by 
the woman who remembers 
exactly what she fed Terry 
during his stay in her home; 
the memories remain vivid in 
her mind. Scrapbooks are 
brought forward with pride 
and personal stores offer at 
first with shyness and then 
with great pleasure; everyone 
is eager to share their own 
personal memories. 


Betty and Rolly never forget 
the purpose behind Terry’s 
Marathon of Hope--to raise 
much-needed funds for cancer 
research, . Betty’s frequent 
meetings with Canadian 
cancer researchers encourage 
her to continue Terry’s legacy. 

She believes in her son’s 
dream, “I really believe that 
we are going to find a cure. I 
hope that it will be in my 
lifetime and I truly hope that it 
will be with Terry Fox fund- 
ing.” Canadians will continue 
to support neny dream until 
that day is finally realized. 


This year’s 10th anniver- 
saryt run is scheduled in vari- 
ous Canadian centres Sunday, 
Sept. 16th. The Ontario 
campaign has set an ambitious 
goal of raising $3 million but 
Breeda McClew, Ontario 
Provincial Director, is 
undaunted by the challenge.

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Marmora Marsh 


Following the lead of a group 
of Ayes | members of Stirling 
T.N.T. (Takes No Trash) the 
Stirling News-Argus recently 
visited the marsh adjacent to 

«the Marmoraton Mine Lake. 

Access to the marsh can be 
_gained by walking East on a 
railroad nee of way which 
intersects 14 about 3 
miles South of Marmora. 

Two weeks ago, the .T.N.T. 
group reported seeing all 
manner of flora & fauna in this 
area. Though the flood plain is 
rife with dead trees, every- 
thing else is eminently alive. 
Not a step can be taken without 
flushing grasshoppers & frogs. 
The shallow water is teemin 
with minnows. Ducks, geese 
a blue heron (bottom left) were 
gpotted enjoying the last days 
before their arduous journey 
South. 

Unfortunately, it was also 
evident from numerous po 
cans, beer bottles & cans 
other garbage, a number of 
locals are already dumping on 

the marsh. 

In spite of these blights, the 
marsh remains one of the most 

“beautiful, alive & delicate’ 
areas in the area. 

Stop in sometime soon for a 
walk; it may not be like this 

much longer.

Bari Sheppard thinks she has the 
answer for all those farmers and 
rural people out there who would 
like a second income to get them 
over the rough spots, or just make a 
little extra. 

The answer? Raising chinchillas. 
Now before you start laughing or 
wrinkling your nose at the idea, wait 
a minute. Bari Sheppard is living 
proof it’s no laughing matter. She's 
the city-bred woman who went from 
knowing nothing about farm life or 
animals to building a successful 
business in just three years by rais- 
ing chinchillas for breeding stock 
and fur pelts. 

“There's a far better dollar to be 
made ranching chinchilla than in 
any other form of farming,” she said 
in an interview at her ranch. 

Bari started Roseneath Chinchilla 
10 years ago While still commuting 
daily to her job in Toronto. She 
had grown up in Toronto and lived 
there most of her life until she mar- 
ried Allan Sheppard, a Roseneath 
dairy farmer. a 

According to Allan, “I! encouraged 
Bari to start raising chinchilla. | knew 
she couldn't e forever, but 
we had grown-somewhat depen- 
dant on her salary.

Ranching chinchilla means no hired 
help to break your equipment, no 
weather worries, no crop failures, 
and there isn’t a huge investment in 
land.

Elected officials shouldn't be 
policing the welfare system 
was the basic * argument 
presented by people who are 
Bean the fact that members 
of Hastings County council will 
be able to view a list of welfare 
recipients in Hastings County. 

At the September 5th meet- 
ing Hastings County council it 
was resolved that members of 
this council, which is made up 
of representatives from every 
municipality in Hastings Coun- 
ty, would be allowed ‘to view a 
list of welfare recipients in 
order to ‘eliminate abuse of 
the welfare system in Hastings 
County” according to Madoc’s 
Reeve Tom Deline who sits on 
County council and who 
attended a public meeting on 
this issue at the Madoc Health 
nit last Friday afternoon 
(Sept. 21). 

Twenty-six members of the 
Hastings County council voted 
in favour of the resolution 
while only 5 voted against it. 
Thus, a list of recipients will be 
available to council members 
At the next regular meeting of 
County council on October 
22nd. 

Present at the meeting at the 
Health Unit last Friday after- 
noon was Joyce Rigley repre- 
senting ‘People Against Pover- 
ty’, Terry Cassidy of ‘Critical 
Issues’ who attended the meet- 
ing representin himself and 
who .once held the seat of 
Director of Social Services in 
Hastings County, Madoc’s 
Reeve Tom Deline, Madoc’s 
Deputy-Reeve Lynda Matchett 
and a handful of other people 
both for and against the 
welfare disclosure ruling 
passed by County council. 

Madoc’s Reeve Tom Deline 
argued that some people who 
are on welfare are abusing the 
system because they know 
how to, and are colecnne 
government monies whic 
they aren’t supposed to. He 
says that Sours council 
members will be able to view 
the list only during a caucus 
session at the regular meetings 
of County council and if they 
suspect or have knowledfe 
that someone is abusing the 
system, then that County coun- 
cil member will inform the 
Hastings County Social 
Services Department for furth- 
er investigation. 


The heated discussion 
centred around the Freedom of 
Information Act, the Charter 
of Rights and the fact that 
most people collecting welfare 
are in fact, not cheating the 


_ system. and .are .in. need .of 
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monetary assis- 
tance. Madoc’s Reeve Tom 
Deline, defending County coun- 
cil’s right to view a list of 
welfare recipients, didn’t 
argue the fact that most reci- 
pients are not cheating the 
system but added that some 
people are “blatantly ripping 
ff’ the welfare program an 
they have to be stopped. 

Tom continued saying that if 
County council and Social 
Services could ‘‘eliminate the 
fraudulent use of these 
dollars’ they could spend 
more money on job creation 
programs, children’s services 
and the seniors’ homecare 
system. 

Years ago members of a 
council in a municipality used 
to give the approval to a person 
applying for welfare which 
meant that council members 
had full knowledge of anyone 
on welfare.

Hospice which opened its door 
to terminally ill patients with 
cancer in October of last year. 

The reason a hospice is being 
looked at for Centre Hastings 
is because 25 percent of the 
calls that go into the Quinte 
Hospice are from the Centre 
Hastings area. Madoc is the 
most central location and 
would be the ideal place for a 
hospice. : 

Attending last Wednesday's 
meeting was Georgina Thomp- 
son and Dr. Bruce Morgan who 
both sit on the Board of Direc- 
tors for“the Quinte Hospice. 
Mrs.Thompson, a councillor in 
Thurlow Township and a 
member of All Care Health 
Services, was the founder of 
the Quinte Hospice Board of 
Directors in 1981. 

A board of directors is what 
Madoc first needs before any 
more work can be done. Volun- 
teers would organize a facility 
in Madoc for the hospice, do 
fundraising work and oversee 
the general workings of the 
hospice. 

At the Belleville Hospice, 
according to Georgina Thomp- 
son, ‘there are no set rules to 
say when a person eats or 
sleeps or does anything”’. “If 
they want a pizza at 2 a.m. in 
the morning we do everything 
we can to get them that pizza’’. 
“People who are dying don't 
like to be alone and they don’t 
like the night’’. She continued 
saying that the hospice is 
designed to meet their needs, 
to do the best for them because 
this is the last for them.

The program at the 
Academy offers three options 
to applicants. 


Research and development 


The first two offer teaching/ 
research combinations in 
which the students cover 97 
hours of classroom teachin 
and lab work for Biology an 
Physics credits and then spend 
another 128 hours on a 
research and development 
project. 

The third option is a two- 
credit “enrichment” R & D 
course in either. Physics, 
Chemistry or Biology in which 
the students spend 210 hours in 
research laboratories. 

Each of the packages offer a 
range of research options 
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which the students select, in 
order of interest, when apply- 
ing to the academy. 

Shane took the teaching/ 
research combination and 
teamed up with Kristi LePlan- 
te of Sarnia to study the 
“Catalyst Development and 
Testing for Heavy Water 
Production Processes.” 

In this research project, they 
were basically interested in 
finding safer and more 
economical methods of produc- 
ing heavy water in 
nuclear reactors. 

Nuclear reactions within the 
CANDU’s are moderated b 
heavy water which has a hig 
hydrogen sulfide content — 
hydrogen sulfide poses health 
and environmental dangers. 
As well, the process of produc- 


~~ 
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ing heavy water is energy- 
expensive. 

in the work that Shane and 
Kristi were doing ‘‘all the 
theory was pretty well known. 

What we had to do was work 
on some of the variables, 
Shane says. 

By all accounts, the project 
went extremely well although 
Shane said that Kristi had to 
“teach me some of the 
chemistry.” 

“But we really helped each 
other along with the work,’’ he 
said. 


‘“‘We ended up having more 
work than we had the time,”’ 
Shane said.

A new soil conservation 
program called Land Steward- 
ship II for Ontario farmers was 
officially launched Sept. 1, 1990 
by the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. 

he new program is 
esigned to build on the 
success of the first Land 
Stewardship Program _intro- 
duced in 1987 and will work 
toward the mutual goal of 
sustainable soil and water 
resources, It is expected that 
more than 5,000 farmers will 


participate in Land Steward- ~ 


ship IT. 


The ‘soil conservation prog- 
ram ineludes the $48 million 
announced in the Ontario 
Budget with $10 million of this 
going toward the funding of the 
current Land Stewardship 
Program. Starting in April of 
1991, $38 million will flow to 
Land Stewardship II over the 
course of the next three years, 
The program follows a series 
of consultations conducted 
with farmers and farm organi- 
zations which _ strongly 
supported some conservation 
practices on the farm. 

The program’ combines 
several elements of the previ- 
ous Land Stewardship Prog- 
ram and the Ontario Soil 
Conservation and Environ- 
ment Program II, with new 
water quality initiatives. It will 
integrate the use of agricultur- 
al practices and structures, 
promote ‘conservation farm 

lanning and continue to 
involve farmers in program 


delivery. 


Included are residue 
management, cover crops, 
manure storage, milkhouse 
waste-water treatment 
systems, pesticide storage and 
handling stations, soil erosion 
control structures, water- 
course fencing and livestock 
watering facilities. 

The inclusion of these struc- 
tures in the program promotes 
an integrated resolution of 
on-farm soil and water resour- 
ce problems. These structures 
will also positively impact off- 
farm environment, which will 
benefit rural water quality and 
fish and wildlife habitats.

Norwood - Since its establish- 
ment in 1959, the Otonabee 
Region Conservation Authority 
has acquired over 4,172 
hectares (10,000 acres) of land 
for conservation purposes. 
These properties serve a varie- 
ty of functions including water 
=v ly and control, fish and 
wildlife habitat, protection of 
environmentally sensitive 
areas, wood production, educa- 
tion and outdoor recreation. 


Many functions 


Authority owned properties 
are located throughout several 
municipalities. And the prop- 
erties serve different primary 
fucntions, they are’named 
accordingly: conservation 


areas, wildlife areas and forest 
properties. 
Hope Mill, Squirrel Creek, 


Millbrook Mill, Whitfield Land- 
ing — these are all conservation 
areas, offering a variety of 
facilities and recreational 
opportunities to the on visitor 
and, in some areas, the over- 
night camper. The conserva- 
tion areas are located on a 
river or lake, provide,residents 
access to canoe routes, the 
Trent-Severn Waterway and. 
the Kawartha Lakes. 

There is a total of 650 
hectares (1607 acres) of 
conservation property open to 
the public for their enjoyment. 

The Cavan Swamp and 
Darling Wildlife Areas located 
in Cavan and South Monaghan 
Townships respectively, are 
ee two of the wildlife areas’ 
ocated in the watershed. 
Wildlife areas cover a total of 
1752 hectares (4329 acres). 
They serve as water storage 
and re-charge areas and 
provide fish and wildlife habi- 
tat as well as outdoor recrea- 
tion opportunities. 


Forest properties account 
for 1766 hectares (4364 acres) 
of conservation land. Blocks of 
forest are located in~ South 
Monaghan, Douro and 
Dummer.

range of child care services in 
the Centre Hastings area.”’ 


The survey shows some 
interesting and significant 
facts. An inequality between 
men and women of Centre 
Hastings exists, in the follow- 
ing ways: in selection of work 
accessible to them; their infer- 
ior earning power; and with 
more part-time employment. 

Total number of one-parent 
families is 430. Approximately 
3,180 women in Centre Hast- 
ings are presently working 
outside the familial home.
